REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record, including Applicant-cited Boice (US 2482962) and Keszthelyi (US 1474905), fail 
to teach the method including radially expanding and plastically deforming the tubular 
members and/or sleeve as called for in the claims. 

Boice teaches an apparatus having a first tubular 4 and a second tubular 7, and 
an overlapping sleeve 1 1 having a flange. The method includes coupling the end of one 
tubular member to the sleeve, coupling the end of the second tubular to another end of 
the sleeve, coupling the ends of the first and second tubular members, however, the 
reference fails to teach radially expanding and plastically deforming the tubular 
members and/or sleeve as called for in the claims. 

Keszthelyi teaches an apparatus having a first tubular 41 and a second tubular 
42, and an overlapping sleeve 48 having a flange. The method includes coupling the 
end of one tubular member to the sleeve, coupling the end of the second tubular to 
another end of the sleeve, coupling the ends of the first and second tubular members, 
however, the reference fails to teach radially expanding and plastically deforming the 
tubular members and/or sleeve as called for in the claims. 

Therefore, the prior art of record fails to teach the inventive method as claimed.
